Deputy Sheriff Peck lelt for the prison 
ou the 5.15 train yeaterday morning 
with tho convict, who standa out as one 
of tho foremostcharaci.ora in California's 
criminal history, and in tho afternoon 
turned him over to the keeping of 
Warden Hale. 


This probably marked the close of one

Deputy 
Peck performed what is believed to be 
the last duty required of the county au- 
thorities in the case, for it ia very im- 
probable that Snndera will make any 
further efforts to regain bia freedom.
